In  addition,  they  are 
developing  the  "educational  program"  which  will  be  given  to 
the  architects  as  a  starting  point  for  their  design. 

Any  questions  concerning  the  overall  status  of  these  projects 
can  be  addressed  to  any  member  of  the  Facilities  Master  Plan 
Committee  or  to  the  individual  subcommittees.

PROCLAMATION 

DAYS  OF  REMEMBRANCE  OF  THE  VICTIMS  OF  THE  HOLOCAUST 
APRIL  22,  1990  -  APRIL  29,  1990 


Six  million  Jews  were  murdered  in  the  Nazi  Holocaust  from  1933 
to  1945  as  part  of  a  systematic  program  of  genocide,  and 
millions  of  other  people  also  perished  as  victims  of  Nazism. 

The  Montclair  State  community  will  want  to  remember  the 
atrocities  committed  by  the  Nazis  so  that  such  horrors  are  never 
repeated,  and  we  will  also  want  to  remain  eternally  vigilant 
against  prejudice  and  bigotry  because  these  attitudes  provide 
the  breeding  ground  for  tyranny  to  flourish.  Members  of  our 
campus  community  will  want  to  rededlcate  ourselves  to  the 
principle  of  equal  justice  for  all  people. 

Montclair  State  joins  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  Congress  which  in  1980  unanimously  created  the  United  States 
Holocaust  Memorial  Council,  and  others  in  this  international 
commemoration. 

NOV,  THEREFORE,  I,  IRVIN  D.  REID,  President  of  Montclair  State 
hereby  proclaim  the  week  of  April  22,  1990  through  April  29,1990 
as  the  Days  of  Remembrance  of  the  Victims  of  the  Holocaust,  and 
I  am  confident  that  we  will  strive  always  to  overcome  prejudice 
and  inhumanity  through  education,  vigilance  and  resistance.

Blumberg  Addresses 
Crowds  in  Japan 


Last  month.  Aryeh  Blumberg  of  Finance  and  Quantitative 
Methods  lectured  and  performed  research  in  Tokyo. 

The  lectures  were  sponsored  by  the  College  Division  of  the 
Private  School  Association,  in  keeping  with  its  emphasis  on 
"kokusaika,"  the  internationalization  of  education. 
Blumberg  spoke  at  Showa  Women's  University,  Bunkyo  Women's 
College,  Shokutoku  College,  Murata  Liberal  Arts  and 
Accounting  College,  and  selective  private  senior  high 
schools,  including  Sundai,  Tokyo  Joshi.  and  Junten.  The 
audiences  consisted  of  administrators,  faculty,  board 
members,  parents,  and  students,  and  ranged  from  two  hundred 
to  two  thousand.    His  introductory  remarks  were  in 
Japanese,  while  the  remainder  of  the  speech  was  delivered 
in  English,  with  simultaneous  translation. 

Although  some  of  the  shorter  lectures  dealt  with  economic 
aspects  of  U.S. -Japanese  relations,  the  major  theme  of  his 
lectures  was  that  Japan's  unique  contribution  to  the  world, 
even  more  important  than  its  economic  achievement,  stems 


from  its  spiritual  tradition  as  influenced  by  Shinto  and 
Zen  Buddhism  that  stress  harmony  rather  than  conquest  of 
nature.    This  theme  was  linked  to  the  world's  environmental 
movement. 

Blumberg  also  conducted  interviews  with  senior  officials  of 
various  government  ministries  and  the  federation  of 
Japanese  Industries,  for  a  research  project  on  Japanese 
investment  in  the  United  States.    He  was  invited  to  make 
presentations  about  his  preliminar)'  findings  in  the  fall  of 
this  year. 

Blumberg's  interest  in  Japan  is  long-standing,  having  lived 
in  Tokyo  from  1954  to  1956. 


Korky  as  an 
Environmentalist 


John  Korky  of  Biology,  a  member  Garwood's  Shade  Tree 
Commission,  recently  participated  in  two 
environmental/educational  activities  in  that  community.
